is built, from Seattle 
along the Pacific, through Washing- 
ton, Oregon, California, Mexico, and 
on down to Panama, you will be able 
to take a long ride out here.

ROSSING the desert, east of the 

mountains going north to the 
pass leading to Ventura, you see many 
abandoned ranches, where men have 
learred that fighting the desert is 
hard always, and, without abundant 
water, hopeless. 

Roofs have fallen in, windows gone 
fences down, sage brush, grease wood 
and cactus creeping back over land 
once cleared. Lizards, jackrabbits 
huge desert turtles and coyotes again 
taking possession Each abandoned 
ranch tells of years of hard, wasted 
work, and hope at last abandoned

HE unemployment problem is vis- 
ible, even on desert roads.
